What the comics do is give 
personality and meaning to 
scripts provided them by highly 
paid ghosts who work and sweat 
full time on the job.

James Monroe, say historians, 
wrote very little of his ‘keep 
out’’ Monroe Doctrine. Legend 
has it he did ask his good friend, 
William Crawford of Georgia, to 
supply suggestions. He did visit 
Crawford at the latter’s home. 
But, the picklock researchers 
believe that most of the work 
was done by one of history’s 
most neglected men, the great 
Abraham Alfonse Albert Gallatin. 
This amazing orphan of a 
distinguished Dutch family came 
to America at the age of 19 
and became one of the great 
undergirders of the new Re- 
public. (He quickly dropped most 
of his name, becoming merely 
Albert Gallatin.) Probably next 
to Hamilton and Jefferson he 
was most influential and valu- 
able. 


He and John Quincy Adams | 
are credited with the verbal | 
production of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

Andrew Jackson's state papers 
are models of good English. 
And certainly the Tall Ten- 
nessean, one of our truly tre- | 
mendous figures, was a force- | 
ful speaker and skilled in the 
use of words. But, like many of 
our earlier heroes, he was not 
so good at spelling and sentence 
structure. We get a hint of that 
from the anger of John Quincy 
Adams when Harvard conferred 
a degree on Old Hickory. He 
said of Jackson that he was ‘“‘a 
barbarian who could not write a 
sentence of grammar and could 
hardly spell his own name.”

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Let Legislature Rid 
Itself of Suspicion 


Four legislators with state jobs have 
resigned their Assembly posts and two 
more have promised to quit, Gov. Tal- 
madge has reported. That would leave 12 
of the 18 legislators holding such jobs 
still on the payroll of state agencies. 


That four have resigned as legislators 
is good. The people of Georgia will ap- 
preciate the effort on the part of the gov- 
ernor to correct a growing and menacing 
practice. 

But what about the other 12? Can they 
serve officials of the state government in 
appointive capacities and the people, too? 
Can they in good conscience serve two 
bosses? 

We note that none of those resigning 
is among the eight listed as being on the 
payroll of Agriculture Commissioner 
Linder. Is this merely coincidental? 

It’s time that the General Assembly 
got itself as well as state officials off the 
hook. It is very difficult for one of these 
officials, dependent upon the General As- 
sembly for appropriations to carry on his 
work, to turn a legislator down who asks 
for a job. It should be impossible for a 
state official to hire a lawmaker in return 
for favors rendered on the floor of the As- 
sembly. 

Being a member of the General As- 
sembly should mean more than just an 
opportunity to further personal interests 
and personal bank accounts at the expense 
of the Georgia taxpayer. 

Let’s end it. Let’s make it illegal for 
an elected legislative representative to ac- 
cept another state job during his elected 
term, regardless of whether or not he re- 
signs. 

Such a law would make for better, 
cleaner government in Georgia. It is bad- 
ly needed. In the meantime, let all those 
holding such jobs resign immediately.

Ike’s Atomic Approach 
Fits Changing Times 


President Eisenhower has taken the 
first step to implement his revolutionary 
proposals for atomic energy with specific 
recommendations to Congress. With or 
without Russian cooperation, they are an 
important step toward peace because of 
the possibilities offered to eliminate the 
causes of wars. 

To “free the atom” as far as possible 
within the bounds of our own military se- 
curity opens incalculable opportunities for 
development of those backward countries 
now so vulnerable to subversion. 

The President's proposals are a logical 
development in the atomic energy pro- 
gram, since we no longer have nor could 
we have hoped to maintain a monopoly 
on its uses. To turn it to peaceful ends 
will be a powerful weapon in the Ameéri- 
can cold war arsenal. 

The Eisenhower plan to pool atomic 
resources for peaceful uses will not pro- 
hibit atomic weapons. It is doubtful if 
any plan can be worked out that would do 
so. The Eisenhower proposals go farther 
than that, however, in attacking war itself 
through making it unnecessary. 

In the final analysis, man’s hope of es- 
caping atomic destruction is to turn the 
atom to peaceful uses to meet mankind's 
needs. If poverty and want can be elimi- 
nated, so can the frictions that cause wars. 

In other words, and as the magazine 
Business Week says editorially: ‘There is 
absolutely no way of prevenfing atomic 
warfare—short of preventing war itself.” 
Most military figures, including Britain’é 
Field Marshal Montgomery, share this 
opinion. 

At the present stage of the game, the 
United States’ very survival depends upon 
our superiority in atomic weapons. The 
realignment of our defensive forces under 
the present administration's planning is 
an admission of that fact.

University Expanding 
Home Courses for Blind 


Gradually we are learning that it is 
cheaper to rehabilitate handicapped per- 
sons than to condemn them to useless lives 
as wards of society. From both humani- 
tarian and economic standpoints. this dif- 
ferent approach is paying dividends. 

The latest development in this connec- 
tion at the University of Georgia has great 
possibilities. The Athens institution is ex- 
tending its.program of home study. to the 
blind with inauguration of a program of 
lessons-on-records. It is the first college 
to make recorded, college-credit, home- 
study courses available to the sightless. 

In its program for the blind, the uni- 
versity will offer all the regular extension 
courses on records. Materials include re- 
corded textbooks, lesson guides and they 
will be provided within the regular tuition 
charges.

Sen. George has brought up a pertinent 
question about the United States’ ability 
to deal with “brush wars” like Indochina 
under the “new look” of the military. To 
devote all our military effort to building 
up a tremendous retaliatory power, and 
allow the Communists to promote revo- 
lutions all over the world does indeed 
call for close examination. 


In spite of current minor successes of 
French forces, there is no denying the 
fact that the situation in Indochina is se- 
rious. Growing Communist power, aided 
and abetted by Red China and the Soviet 
Union, poses a direct and immediate 
threat to all hopes for a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Asiatic problem. , 

The United States is, of course, on an 
uncomfortable spot.

In the furore about sending American 
technicians to aid in servicing of Ameri- 
can aircraft and equipment, we seem to 
have lost sight of the fact that we did the 
same thing in Greece and that’ American 
military missions have aided Turkey, Iran 
and many others to overcome the Commu- 
nist threat. Our failure to act in. China 
and to make our intentions known in Ko- 
rea will haunt us from now on. 

One thing is certain. Where we have 
resisted the Communists, as in Greece and 
Korea, we have won. Where we have been 
fearful and uncertain, the consequences 
have been tragic.

The general impression that spring training is for spavined 
sports writers, wives, club officials and anybody else who comes 
along, but doesn’t sweat, is jealously shared by all stay-at-homes, 
Spring training is a vicious grind enforced on a journalistic slave 
under the intense sun of the tropics. The mere drive from St. 
Petersburg Beach into the land of the creeping tourist is enough 
to unshackle one’s aplomb. There is no wait more conducive to 
heartburn than the wait to catch the Bradenton-St. Petersburg 
ferry. It has been known to make a rabid beast out of a harmless 
tabby cat. 

But, there are other sides to spring training more closely as- 
sociated with the trade of baseball. Is spring training necessary? 

Nobody had given this much thought until Capt. Ted Wil- 
liams of the flying Marines came back to the Boston Red Sox 
last season, stepped into his uniform and began to hit as he 
hadn't hit since that season he was the last major leaguer 
in the .400s. It was done without spring training, they said. 
That makes it all look sort of silly, doesn’t it? 

In reality, it was done without spring training, but not without 
summer training. Williams spent some weeks banging about the 
ball park getting the feel of things again. He took batting practice 
until the pitchers were falling like flies. When he announced him- 
self ready, Manager Lou Boudreau stuck him in the line-up. 


—Donovan Was a Spring Killer 


Six or seven weeks of spring training are not essential to con- 
dition a team for a major league season. It isn't entirely to de- 
termine the starting line-up, In most cases, managers go to the 
camp with the line-up pretty well set in their mind. 


Oh, they wouldn't dare let it be known. ‘‘Nobody’s got a 
job cinched on this ball club,’’ you've heard them say, and 
maybe they’ve got Stan Musial, or George Kell, or Robin 
Roberts on their side. What he means is, he doesn't know if 
Musial’s going to play first base or the outfield, if Kell is 
going to break a leg, or if Roberts will come down with the 
gout. 

You never see the established old dogs busting a gusset to 
impress anybody. They know pretty well what they can do, and so 
do their managers. The gusset-busting is for the puppies in the 
minors. Some of them flash and stay. Most of them come in like 
a deep tide and go out quietly. But while they don’t produce this 
‘season, they've left their cards for future reference. 

Dick Donovan, the Cracker alumnus drafted by Detroit, was 
for several springs the pitching nonpareil in spring training 
with the Braves. They used to say that he owned Ted Williams 
in the spring. But when the season opened he'd left it in 
Florida. 

Spring training is necessary to people besides sports writers 
and other camp followers. It gets a new batch of young folks ready. 
It builds up the gate back home. It costs money, on an average of 

$75,000 per club, but it also pays its way. Things that Duz hasn't 
been able to do for vears, spring training does.

The junior senator from Massachusetts, Democrat John F. 
Kennedy, has raised a considerable commotion by charging that 
the South has unfairly enticed industry away from New England. 

Last night, however, a Boston audience heard such allega- 
tions thoroughly discredited by a leader in Southern industrial 
development. 

Warren T. White, assistant vice president in charge of in- 
dustrial development for the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, as- 
serted that the removal of industry from other sections has not 
been a major factor in the South’s industrial growth. 

He offered this proof: 

“For every dollar in plant investments in the South result- 
ing from the removal of industries from other areas, $10 or more 
have been invested in new enterprises having nothing at all to do 
with the removal] of industry from any other section.’’ 

Citing the industrial transformation which has taken place 
in the South since the turn of the century, White pointed out that 
these developments were based on climate and other natural 
advantages which man cannot change.
